Although assured by the attorney 
general th at it now has authority 
to assume jurisdiction over rural 
d e a rie power rates, the state rail­ 
way commission will not exercise 
such Jurisdiction until it has been 
given more definite authority by 
the legislature, itself.

These persons feel that they are be­ 
ing charged excessive rates by the 
Nebraska Power Co. 
Distinction Is Drawn. 
A law passed by the 1925 legisla­ 
ture and amended in 1927 gave the 
commtasion supervision over rural 
transmission lines and service and 
charges to be made when a custo­ 
mer obtains electricity, but a legal 
distinction Is made between control 
of rates and service for a new cus­ 
tomer and those applicable to an old 
customer 
Jurisdiction as to the latter seems 
to have been given the commission 
in a provision later tacked on to the 
bill, according to the opinion of the 
attorney genera). 
The 
commission 
has 
accepted 
supervision over rates and service 
where a new customer applies for a 
connection with a transmission line 
but only a very few cases have come 
to its attention. 
After a customer has once accepted 
service at a specified rate, however, 
the commission has hesitated to as­ 
sume further jurisdiction relative to 
rates and service, when a customer 
become* dissatisfied. 
In his letter to Kuhn. Curtiss 
says: 
"The asserting of jurisdiction over 
the rates and service of rural sub­ 
scribers of electrical transmission 
co...ps riles is a m atter of tremendous 
Importance to the
